New York.—The Rev. Jean B. Fri- 
gon, O.M.L, of Brownsville, Texas, 
sailed last Saturday for France, 
where, as a representative of the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Conference, 
he will bless the graves of a third 
group of Catholics who died with the 
American Expeditionary Force in the 
World War and who are buried in 
Europe. — 

Father Frigon’s departure discloses 
that of the 29,030 graves of “known” 
dead officially reported by the War 
Department, 4,557 have already been 
established definitely to be those of 
Catholics. Moreover, the Bureau of 
Historical Records, N. C. W. C., at 
Washington, is tracing the records of 
more than 5,000 dead soldiers of the 
A. E. F. who have been reported from 
reliable sources as Catholics. Many 
of these are thought to be buried in 
Europe although the fact has not yet 
been established. 


On this trip to Europe Father Fri- 


|gon will bless 728 Catholic graves. On 


two previous visits, one in 1922 and 
the other in 1924, he blessed 3,829 
graves. On each occasion Father Fri- 
gon’s work took him into three coun- 
tries and eight cemeteries.
